In Ci⸗ 
pꝛes is a maner that loꝛdes and other men eate vpon

And alſo Machomet 
loued well a good man an hermite that dwelled in the 
wilderneſſe a myle from mounte Sinap in the way as 
men go from Araby to Caldee, and a dayes iourney fro 
the ſea where marchaunts of Uenice come, and Ma- 
chomet went ſo often to this hermyte that all his men 
were wꝛoth, ſoꝛ he harde gladly tbe hermit pꝛeach. and 
his men did walke all the night, and his men thought 
they would this herinyte were dead.
